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Schools spent 


$208,000 on 
subs this year 


By Lisa Boudreau 

Had it not been for several long-term ill- 
nesses, the school department would have 
spent less on substitute teachers this year 
than last year. The bill for subs is currently 
running $25,000 higher than last year, 

As of May 1, the school spent $208,000 on 
substitute teachers. That figure is up from 
$185,000 last year at this time, said Frank 
Paul, the school’s business manager. 

The school system spent $169,801 on short- 
term illness substitutes this year. That’s 
$1,100 less than last year, even though sub- 
stitutes were given a 5 percent pay raise in 
January, Mr. Paul said,

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Resident complains about truck selling furniture here 


By Don Staruk 

Police received at least one com- 
plaint from a resident last weekend 
about a company selling furniture 
out of trailer trucks in his residential 
neighborhood. 

Walter J. Wertheimer, of 19 Ship- 
man Road, said he was at home with 
his wife Saturday afternoon when a 
couple of “seedy looking” men 
knocked on his door and tried to sell 
him wholesale furniture out of two, 
white 18-wheel tractor trailer trucks 
in front of his house. They spent 
about 20-30 minutes on Shipman 
Road Saturday afternoon and one of 
his neighbors did buy something, 
Mr. Wertheimer said. 

Some of his neighbors didn’t mind 
the marketing approach and com- 
pared it to people selling Bibles door- 
to-door, or to the Fuller Brush man, 
Mr. Wertheimer said. But he didn’t 
like it. 

“It’s not the same as going with 
two huge trucks down the street,” he 
said Monday. “I thought it was 


revolting.” 

Neither Mr. Wertheimer or police 
knew the name of the company, but 
police said a furniture company from 
High Point, N.C., did report to the 
station last week that they would be 
selling in the area. Sgt. Brian Pattul- 
lo said door to door selling, even with 
the large trucks, is legal, but that the 
trucks usually park in a lot, such as 
in Shawsheen Plaza, to sell, then 
deliver the furniture to residents’ 
homes. 

“They have a hawker’s and ped- 
dler’s license” from the state, Sgt. 
Pattullo said. “If they’re licensed, 
they can do it.” 

However, Mr. Wertheimer said he 
checked with the office of the secre- 
tary of state and was told the police 
should know the name of the compa- 
ny, and they should not be allowed to 
go door to door in private neighbor- 
hoods. Mr. Wertheimer said the state 
office told him it appears the local 
police are allowing “misuse of the 
permit.”

Mr. Wertheimer said that furni- 
ture retailers in this area should be 
upset if manufacturers are allowing 
or encouraging this type of business 
to cut into local sales. They should be 
upset because this type of business 
pays no local taxes to the community 
and competes with tax-paying busi- 
nesses, and it doesn’t have to comply 
with zoning bylaws. Mr. Wertheimer 
also said it is dangerous from a traf: 
fic viewpoint. 


Joe Chelotti, manager at Leone’s 
Furniture in Methuen, said the truck 
vendors are referred to in the busi- 
ness as “gypsies.” 

It is common for them to pull up in 
a truck that says Thomasville on it, 
giving the impression that it is high 
quality Thomasville furniture, but 
the small print says that the truck is 
from Thomasville, N.C. The drivers 
usually pitch a story that they were 
to make a delivery in the area but 
that the order was canceled, and they 
were told to liquidate the load.

With the help of a Roman 
Catholic priest, the Rev. J.T. 
O'Reilly, their dream became 
a reality with the establish- 
ment of Sts. Constantine and 
Helena Society of Lawrence 
whose purpose was to orga- 
nize and maintain a Greek 
Orthodox church. 

From 1917 to 1924 services 
were conducted in rented 
space on Common, Lowell, 
Broadway. In 1924, the Greek 
Ladies Society bought a par- 


cel of land at the corner of 


Essex and Gale streets. It 
would take another 12 years 
before construction would be 
completed and the church 
could finally be opened. 

“It is because of a great 
debt of gratitude and appre- 
ciation and a need to proper- 
ly honor the founding fathers 
who labored to leave this 
great legacy that this com- 
munity finds itself in the 
midst of celebrating a 75th 
anniversary,” Ms. Kevgas 
said. 

In 1988 the church built a 
new house of worship on 
Chandler Road in Andover to 
meet a need for more space. 

The diamond jubilee com- 
mittee is comprised of hon- 
orary chairmen Rev. Dr.

We 
also save the broccoli stalks so they can use it 
in the soups they make. It’s good because we 
just use the tops and the stalks still have 
nutritional value,” he said.

Uncovering

Andover resident Clifford Wrigley 
was in the midst of writing a book on 
philosophy when he was ambushed by 
an Indian named Cutshamache. 

Mr. Wrigley, 70, a retired art profes- 
sor who fancies himself a philosopher, 
was doing research in the Jamaica 
Plain Public Library six years ago for a 
book he was going to call Down the 
Muddy River, after a body of water in 
Boston, when he stumbled across Cut 
shamache, the Indian king of the Mas- 
sachusetts Indians who sold Andover 
to the white man for six pounds of gold 
and a coat. He recognized Cut 
shamache as the same man depicted on 
Andover’s town seal holding the gold 
and the coat, and pointing across the 
Shawsheen River toward the hills of 
what is now Andover Center, 

Curious about the Indian king, Mr. 
Wrigley set the philosophy book aside 
for what he thought would be about a 
year while he took a side trip into 
Andover’s history, Six years later, Mr. 
Wrigley is still about a year away from 
publishing a new book called Six 
Pounds of Gold and a Coat, about Cut 
shamache, the settling of Andover and 
subsequent events, 

Items he’s uncovered in his research 
include that the first white settlement 
of Andover was in 1629, the same 
decade the pilgrims landed on the coast 
and that some Indians in New England 
were cannibals, often keeping victims, 
Indian or white men, tied to a tree for 
up to three days while they ate them 
alive. 

This week, Mr. Wrigley talked with 
the Townsman about a more tame sub- 
ject, the true origin of the picture on 
Andover’s town seal, Cutshamache’s 
likeness, and successive versions of the 
seal. He was happy to relate that much 
of his research on the seal came 
through reading old Townsmans, from 
the late 1890s through the 1960s. 

The scene depicted on the seal is the 
event Andover will be celebrating in 
1996 during the 350th anniversary of 
the sale of the land of Andover, North 
Andover and South Lawrence, proba- 
bly in 1642, but acknowledged officially 
in 1646 by Cutshamache in the General 
Court in Boston, according to Mr, 
Wrigley. 

“This was a surprisingly successful 
investigation. No one was more sur 
prised than me. The reason was not 
great investigation work, but that no 
one had ever investigated it before. 
And I stumbled upon one surprising 
discovery after another,” Mr, Wrigley 
said. 

Three people are credited by the 
Andover Historical Society as having 
designed the original town seal, 
according to Mr. Wrigley. 

“But an examination of the evidence 
reveals that all three had made copies 
after the original, and after one anoth- 
er, and the identity of the original 
designer has remained a mystery,” he 
said. 

“The original design was probably

was definitely completed in the form of 


a cloisonne pin in 1895 for the 250th 
anniversary celebration of Andover’s 
incorporation in 1896,” 

Three of these pins can be seen on a 
card at the Andover Historical Society, 
according to Mr, Wrigley. 

The pin was designed by J.E. Whit- 
ing, an Andover jeweler for 46 years, 
who had a shop in the building next to 
Old Town Hall at the corner of Main 
and Barnard streets. 

“IT was able to find, in old Townsman 
files, a surprisingly complete biogra 
phy of J.E. Whiting, and his family and 
their family tree, and a statement in 
Whiting’s words as to where he drew 
the scene from and what event the 
scene depicts,” Mr. Wrigley said. 

“TL have a letter from Mr. (James) 
Batchelder of the Andover Historica] 
Society, who I believe is their presi- 
dent-elect, to the effect that he has read 
my documentation on this and I am 
‘correct,’ ” Mr, Wrigley said. 

Mr. Whiting’s is the original design 
after which the two current official 
versions were made, and after which 
as many as 50 other versions have been 
made for such purposes as firefighter’s 
and police officer’s badges, town vehi- 
cle decals, town publications, school 
buildings, and other decorations. 

“Whiting probably stood on Indian 
Ridge to make his original sketch, 
above the Shawsheen River Opposite 
the entrance of Roger's Brook into the 
Shawsheen,” Mr. Wrigley said. 

Hundreds or even thousands of the 
original pins bearing Cutshamache’s 
likeness were probably made for the 
250th anniversary celebration and find- 
ing one is still not uncommon today, 
according to Mr. Wrigley. 

“Whiting sold them for 25 cents 
each,” he said. 

Mr. Wrigley credits a column by 
Bessie P. Goldsmith, “The Townswom- 
an’s Andover,” in a 1964 Townsman, 


and Bernice Haggerty, then of the 
Andover Historical Commission and 
who owned one of the original pins, 
with pointing him to Mr. Whiting. 

He then found Townsman articles in 
1913 and 1916 that first connected Mr. 
Whiting to the town seal, and which 
suggested that his 1896 pin influenced 
the design of the 1900-1902 mosaic of 
the seal on the floor of the Old Town 
Hall, 

Mr. Whiting’s design was adapted to 
the official town seal in 1899 by 
William Harnden Foster, age 12, and 
was accepted by Town Meeting on 
March 5, 1900. Mr. Wrigley notes that 
the original town seal, designed in 
1855, was a typographical design with 
no pictorial elements 

A more professional drawing by 
Edward Sherman improved on young 
Foster’s version in 1905-1906. His, and 
one by Ethel Coolidge in 1919 or 1990, 
are the two official town seals still used 
today. 

But the most widely known and 
artistically impressive version of the 
seal and Mr. Whiting’s design is proba- 
bly the 6-foot wide mosaic on the lobby 
floor of Old Town Hall, according to 
Mr. Wrigley. 


“It was installed there on Oct, 24, 
1902, and looks as bright and new in 
1992,” Mr. Wrigley said. 

It was designed and drawn as a “car- 
toon,” to be used as a working docu- 
ment for the mosaicist, by Perley F. 
Gilbert, an architect and draftsman 
commissioned by the 1905 Town Meet- 
ing to improve the 1957 building, 

The best Mr. Wrigley could come up 
with was that the probable mosaicist 
was Elias Galassi, of the Murdock par- 
lor Grate co. of Boston, who possibly 
left a whimsical signature in the black 
grass shapes in back of the Indian’s 
feet. If looked at upside down, a cryptic 
suggestion of his first name can be

seen, “which would be natural for the 
mosaicist of this outstanding work of 
art to do,” Mr. Wrigley said. 

Mr. Whiting died in 1916, and is 
buried in Spring Grove Cemetery, but 
Mr. Wrigley feels his contribution to 
the town should not be forgotten. 

“I think a plaque to honor his 
achievement should be erected on the 
wall of his shop,” Mr. Wrigley said. 


,ainting Cutshamache 

One aspect of his book, which he 
expects to publish himself, attempts to 
paint an accurate picture of Cut- 
shamache, according to Mr. Wrigley. 

“Our historians dismiss him, the 
symbol and benefactor of Andover, 
very unfairly, as a ‘spy and traitor’ to 
his own people and a ‘stooge’ to the 
white man. I have discovered that he 
was a great tragic hero to his people 
with a fascinating history, including 
his starting of the Pequot War.” Mr. 
Wrigley said. 

The book also discourses on the 
original settlements of Andover, of 
which there were three. according to 
Mr. Wrigley. There are people in 
Andover and North Andover who don’t 
particularly like some of his discover- 
ies, Mr. Wrigley said, because it dis- 
counts long held beliefs that families 
had roots in the original settlement, 
when actually it was the second or 
third settlement. 


A retired art professor, Mr. Wrigley 
likes to read and is a water color 
painter. He plans to publish his book. 
Which he said changes the accepted 
history of Andover, himself unless he 
finds a willing publisher.

bility of the town manager, and an 
agreement with the town manager was 
binding, Mr. Bowen said. 

“This is tantamount to changing the 
rules of the game once the game is 
Started,” he said. 

If the selectmen wanted to change 
those rules, they should offer an 
amendment to the town charter. he 
said. Or, if they don’t have confidence 
in the town manager, rather than take 
control themselves, they should “do 
something else.” 

After the meeting, Mr. Bowen 
summed up his comments in the form 
of a question to the board: “Is there a 
legal basis for the selectmen’s involve- 
ment in apparently having to approve 
a contract that’s been negotiated by the 
manager, and if there is, what is it?” 

Neither Mr. Stapezynski nor the 
selectmen would comment on the issue 
either during or after the meeting 
Monday night, but a few selectmen did 
talk Tuesday. 

“The selectmen have always had 
something to say about contracts,” 
Selectman Gerald Silverman said. 
“They've always been involved some 
how.” 

“Of course they are,” Chairman 
Charles Wesson said. “Selectmen as 
long as I can remember have been 
involved. We set guidelines, we get 


progress reports.” 

“We're involved in all decision mak- 
ing except the town meeting. That’s 
our job,” Mr. Silverman said. 

Selectmen have met in executive 
session to discuss contract negotia 
tions for at least the last 12 years he 
has served on the board, Mr, Silver 
man said. 

“The process has not changed in 12 
years,” he said 

He said he wasn’t sure if it was any 
different before that when Mr. Bowen 
served on the board and as town man- 
ager. 

Ken Mahony, Andover’s town 
manger for 10 years until he resigned 
in February of 1990 and considered by 
many as a dictatorial manager, said 
Tuesday that contract negotiations 
must be a team effort between the 
board and the manager, 

“T always talked to the selectmen 
very extensively before” the negotia- 
tions, Mr. Mahony said. “Bven though 
I had a wide reputation outside govern- 
ment for not doing that, I always did.” 


But on the technical matter as to 
who had the ultimate authority, Mr. 
Mahony was unsure, 

“T don’t think it’s real clear, I don’t 
think the question ever came up,” he 
said. “I always thought that it’s sort of 
a collective body, that it’s a team opera- 
tion with the manager and the select- 


men.” 

Whether the manger has the right to 
do something without support of the 
selectinen is only part of the question, 
Mr. Mahony said 

If the sole authority does fall to the 
Manager, and the manger and the 
board do not agree on the final agree 
ment, the board could always oppose 
funding the contract at town meeting, 
the former town manager said. So it 
wouldn’t make much sense for the 
union to fight it, he said, 

“Who has the ultimate power, I 
don’t know,” Mr. Mahony said. “I do 
think it’s a team effort. If one part 
doesn't agree to it, it isn’t going to fly.” 

Mr, Silverman said Tuesday that 
board members are hesitant to com 
ment because they don’t want to say 
anything that might further compli- 
cate or delay the negotiations that have 
already been going on for more than 
three years, Selectman William Downs 
agreed and preferred to keep his com- 
ments off the record, 

“(Mr. Bowen) asked us to consider 
what he said, to weigh it carefully, and 
we will,” Mr. Wesson said. 

But more than one selectman said 
the union representatives are “playing 
games” with this issue. 

Thomas Siopes, patrolmen’s union 
president, said Mr. Bowen was hired 
with funds from his and the firefight- 
ers’ union, and with moral support of 


the Department of Public Works 
employees’ union. 

Patrolmen will have worked three 
years without a contract on June 30, 
and the contract currently under nego- 
tiation would expire the same date. 


Talks break down 

Contract negotiations have broken 
off since patrolmen’s union representa- 
tives failed to show for a scheduled 
meeting last Friday, May 8, according 
to Mr. Stapezynski. 

“I was there, they were not,” the 
town manager said, 

Mr. Stapezynski said he had talked 
to representatives beforehand and 
knew they might not shown up. 

“They said, ‘Maybe we'll come, 
maybe we won't,’ ” Mr. Stapezynski 
said, 

Representatives also indicated they 
would file an unfair labor practice suit 
against the town. The manager said 
the town could act in kind, and file a 
suit against the union, but what hap- 
pens next is still up in the air, 

Mr. Stapezynski took charge of 
negotiations from the state’s Joint 
Labor Management Committee last 
year at the request of the patrolmen’s 
union. He now expects to return the 
discussion to that forum, 

“T think we should rightly turn back 
to the JLMC,” Mr, Stapezynski said 
Tuesday. 
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Sick days and 
substitutes cost 
us too much 


No one wants to pick on teachers. 
They are important people. We 
expect them to educate the future 
leaders of our country. Like the rest 
of us, they work hard. This editorial 
is not about all of them, just some. 

But numbers are numbers. Last 
year, Andover teachers took an aver- 
age of seven sick days. This year, the 
average is six days off per teacher for 
illness. 

We asked in our company. One 
woman said she hasn’t taken off 

-three sick days in three years. 
Another has had no sick days. One 
has taken at least six sick days, she 
said. 

But an average of six or seven sick 
days per person is a lot. Of course 
teachers are exposed to the illnesses 
of young children. Still, we believe 
that’s a Tot of time off. And that time 
off costs taxpayers a good sum of 
money; that’s funds spent on substi- 
tutes, not on programs, courses, 
more teachers, or buildings. 

We understand that when a teach- 
er is very ill and a substitute has to 
fill in most of the year for her that 
‘raises the substitute budget. But 
what of the fact that 102 teachers, 
about a third of all the teachers in 
Andover, were absent during the 
week before April vacation? We 
doubt that was all illness. 

We know a woman who used to 
work for a firm that rewarded its 
employees for staying healthy. She 
said employees were given 10 sick 
days a year. But for every two days 
not taken for illness, an employee 
received a vacation day the pollomine 
year. That encourages employees to 

_ work on staying healthy. 

That same woman said her former 
employer also gave each employee a 
day off on her birthday. That 
reminds us of Vicor Corp., located at 
23 Frontage Road. That Nae serves a 
free lunch to its employees on Thurs- 
days. Nice touch. 


The 15 sick days a year Andover 
teachers are given is generous. But it 
sounds as if some are taking advan- 
tage of the system. So far this year, 
the schools have spent $208,000 on 
substitutes. That’s a lot of money; 
that’s enough to keep a low pupil- 
teacher ratio that residents often list 
as a priority; that’s enough to repair 
some leaky roofs or chase away 
unhealthy mold in schools that have 
not been well maintained over the 
last several years. 

It is time for the administration to

I’ve been thinking a lot lately 
about fathers and their relationships 
with their offspring. 

I have a friend who has a new 
baby.

Then I know another man, in his 
early 50s, who is struggling with his 
children, trying to understand why 
they are so angry with him, feeling 
he did his best to care for them, espe- 
cially to provide financially for them. 
His children talk with him and the 
words don’t register. He can’t hear 
what they are saying. Mostly, what I 
think they want is for their father to 


ibe the adult, the leader, not to feel 


guilty about the past, not to leave all 
the decisions up to them, his chil- 
dren, who will always be his chil- 
dren, even now that they are adults. 

I am thinking of a third father, 
who was divorced from the mother of 
his three daughters when the girls 
were young. He remarried and 
moved many miles away from his 
girls, Today, 13 or 15 years later, he is 
struggling with his role as the girls’ 
father. 

And then there is the father I 
know who is also a grandfather. One 
of his daughters invited him into the 
delivery room, to support her during 
the birth of her child, his grandchild. 
When this man tells the story, his 
smile covers his face. I believe it is 
one of the brightest moments of his 
life, a time when his daughter 
showed the ultimate confidence and 
trust in her father. 

Sunday, I was at South Church for 
the magnificent performance by the 
choir of Puccini’s Messa di Gloria, In 
the beginning of the service, a Sun- 
day school class of perhaps 30 very 
young (4, maybe 5 years old) children 
was sitting in the balcony with teach- 
ers. One little girl saw her father 
below, sitting with the rest of the 
congregation. “Daddy, hi!” cried out 
the delighted little girl, The congre- 
gation, laughed. It was, pleasing to see 


that very basic love. We all remem- 
ber what we had or what we wished 
we had. 

My neighbor has a new son, The 
baby is at that age when it doesn’t 
look like his head will stay on if you 
don’t support it. His hat is too big 
and his socks are so small they are 
adorable. The infant's grandfather 
often walks this 2-month-old around 
the block, holding him in his arms, 
confidently supporting him, talking 
with him, assuring him everything is 
OK. 

Too bad it gets more complicated 
than that. It would be good to remem- 
ber those beginning feelings, when it 
may be annoying to be up at 3 a.m. 
with a fussy baby, but when the over: 
riding reaction is love and caring, 
sympathy that it’s difficult to figure 
out what the baby wants. 

What is it that happens to fathers 
and children? People grow, needs 
expand, relationships become 
strained, fathers sometimes become 
estranged from their children. It is 
good to remember the deep, wonder- 
ful feeling of delight the little girl had 
in church when she saw her daddy 
she probably hadn't seen for 30 min- 
utes: “Daddy, hi!”

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Andover has some 


new neighbors:

Recently we have had some new industri- 
ous neighbors move into the Andover area. 
These hard-working, family-oriented groups 
that live off the land have caused some con- 
cern to their neighbors. No, I’m not talking 
about “crunchy granolas” (earth-loving 
folk), I’m talking about the few beaver fami- 
lies that have made their hometown 
Andover. 


Beavers are another one of those wonders 
of natural selection. It is no accident that 
they come fully equipped for the lifestyle 
that they occupy in the environment. The 
beaver reminds me of one of those mytholog- 
ical beasts that is composed of a mishmash 
of animal parts. These features may seem 
unusual to us, but they make the beaver well 
adapted to its semiaquatic lifestyle. Some of 
these features include ears and nostrils that 
close upon entering the water, powerful jaws 
and chewing muscles combined with ever- 
growing front teeth (incisors), translucent 
eyelids to protect the eyes, webbed hind feet, 
a paddlelike tail and a double-layered fur 
coat. It is also the largest North American 
rodent, some weighing in at a startling 70 
pounds or so. Yep, there is no mistaking this 
critter when you run into one. 

Besides being unmistakable in appear- 
ance, the beaver leaves plenty of clues lying 
around that even the most unobservant per- 
son can stumble upon. Gnawed stumps of 
aspen, birch, willow, alder and other edible 
tree species abound in beaver territory. 
They cut down trees to build dams, lodges 
and to store food under the water for the 
winter. Because beaver have ever-growing 
incisors, they need to continually chew on 
trees to wear down their teeth to the proper 
length. Otherwise, its teeth would grow so 
long that it would not be able to close its 
mouth or feed normally, eventually causing 
starvation, 


Beaver colonies consist of an adult pair 
combined with recent offspring and year- 
lings. The 2-year-olds are strongly encour- 
aged to leave their birthplace and establish 
their own territory. They may travel up to 55 
river miles to find suitable habitats and

mates. The colony may eventually leave an 
area if the food resources become scarce. In 
suburban areas, it is doubtful that a beaver 
colony can remain in an area for a long time 
because most wetland areas only have a 100- 
foot buffer zone of vegetation surrounding a 
stream or pond. This amount of vegetation is 
probably not a large enough food resource 
to sustain a population of beaver over long 
periods of time. After a beaver colony leaves 
an area, over time it will revert back to a 
woodland. Light gaps created by felled trees 
will encourage new seedling growth, the 
dam will decay over time, organic matter 
will fill the pond and change it to a wet 
meadow, then a swamp and eventually a 
woodland. 

Beaver are one of the few creatures 
besides humans that can change the sur- 
rounding environment so drastically. And it 
is the only animal that can actually create 
and expand wetlands, which is fortunate for 
us, since humans are destroying wetlands at 
an incredible rate (rivaling the destruction 
of tropical rain forests acre for acre), The 
only other way to naturally make wetlands 
that I can think of, is to wait for the next ice 
age. Retreating glaciers scour the earth and 
create new rivers and leave behind lakes, 
ponds and kettle holes. With the way the 
greenhouse effect is going, I doubt if we are 
in for an ice age in the near future. 


In this day and age of wetland destruction 
we should welcome the beaver’s ability to 
create riverine habitats. Wetland habitats 
protect watersheds (sometimes our drinking 
water supply), control pollution and storm 
water run-off and create new habitats for 
fish, waterfowl and other mammals such as 
muskrat and mink. However, the recent 
appearance of beaver in suburban areas has 
been fueling controversies among all walks 
of life including biologists, trappers and 
landowners, 

There are a few established beaver 
colonies within Andover in Baker’s Mead- 
ow, Hussey’s Pond and Quailcrest subdivi- 
sion. Welcoming an alteration in landscape 
created by the beaver’s activities is easier 
said than done. People’s responses to the 
presence of beaver remind me of that saying 
“not in my back yard” or “NIMBY,” as if we 
were deciding to build a nuclear power plant 
or land fill in someone’s backyard. Remem- 
ber, we are all just passing through this life 
on earth; we don’t really “own” the land, we 
are a part of it, like the beaver. Change over 
time is the major theme of the universe 
whether we like it or not. Ecosystems 
change, and yes, our suburban world is a 
part of that ecosystem. Our lawn is not 
always going to be a lawn, but we gain a 
beaver family.

From youth hockey to the Bruins: 


This No. Andover family raised ah

A family that plays together, stays 
together. This is the high card for the 
Heinze family, of 1 Penni Lane, North 
\ndover. Team sports are part of their 
everyday life. Steve, age 22, the 
youngest of Norman and Martha 
Heinzes’ three sons, was a member of 
the United States Olympic hockey 
teams in Meribel, France, this year, He 
now plays for the Boston Bruins. 

“We are all very close because we 
enjoy playing sports,” said Andrew, 
age 24, the second Heinze son. “My par 
ents encouraged us to participate in 
whatever we liked, and they supported 
us. They made two trips to England to 
see me play this year. Now, we're in 
and out of the Garden for Steve’s 
games.” 

Norman and Martha Heinze gradu 
ated from North Andover High School 
in the late 1950s. Norman played high 
school baseball, basketball and football. 
Martha played softball and was the 
captain of the girl's basketball team at 
the High School. 

‘Sports were part of growing up,” 
said Mr. Heinze. “Bill and Tom 
McElvoy and Harold Trombly were the 
organizers of church and Little League 
teams. St. Michael’s CYO basketball 
was for all the town kids. My first ice 
skates were borrowed and had newspa- 
per stuffed in the toes for size. Every- 
one skated on Sutton Pond. North 
Andover didn’t have hockey or soccer 
teams when I was in school.” 

“When Peter and Andrew were 8 
and 6 years old, they asked if they 
could skate at a skating clinic spon 
sored by the North Andover Schools,” 
said Mrs. Heinze. “They could hardly 
stand on their skates and had to hang 
onto the boards. The next year Steve 
was 5 years old and we started him in 
public skating at Brooks and Phillips.” 

“The boys played street hockey in 
the garage with tennis balls,” added 
Mr. Heinze. “I was the goalie when 
they were in grade school. As they 
grew older they were on youth hockey 
teams, going through drills and skating 
on the neighborhood pond. Robby and 
Craig Cheevers, Joe and Jim Titus, 
Allen and Mack and Grad Rossen- 
baum, and John Tierney played with 
our boys. What a time they had!” 

“The Logue brothers, Chris and 
Jude, played hockey with me on youth 
and high school teams,” Steve added. 
“Their dad, Jim Logue, was my coach 
at North Andover High and he had a 
big influence on me. Ron Pascucci, 
Michael Cavanaugh, Mark and David 
Dockray, Ryan Dugan and Michael 
Barrett were teammates and we 
learned together.” 

“Peter was the trailblazer and Steve 
could get advice and learn about the

game from his older brothers,” said 
Mr. Heinze. 

Mr. Heinze took the boys to see 
hockey games at Merrimack College. 
Their interest grew and grew. 

“Martha thought the game was fast 
and rough, with the puck flying by and 
players being checked but now she 
understands the strategy and copes 
with the danger.” said Mr. Heinze. 

“Hockey became our social life 
because we met people at the games 
and would cheer for their boys and 
they’d cheer for ours. We'd help with 
fundraising and travel with the teams 
out of town. Many Saturdays the three 
boys were playing at different rinks in 
different towns. Martha and I would 
pass on the highways and so would oth- 
er couples with sons playing hockey,” 
said Mr. Heinze. 

The Heinzes didn’t have to force 
their children to play hockey. 

“Some parents would have to coax 
their sons to get up for an early morn- 
ing practice, but our boys always want- 
ed to skate and play hockey,” said Mrs. 
Heinze. 

Mr. Heinze was president of the 
North Andover Youth Hockey Associa- 
tion for six or seven years. The family 
was involved more and more and the 
boys continued skating for teams in 
prep school and college. 

Peter, the eldest son, skated for 
North Andover High and Northwood in 
Lake Placid and then for the University 
of Lowell on a hockey scholarship. 
Andy studied at North Andover High 
and Northwood in Lake Placid and 
then was at Merrimack College on a 
hockey scholarship. Steve was at 
North Andover High and Lawrence 
Academy and then skated for Boston 
College on a scholarship. 

After college skating, the brothers 


are still involved with the game of 


hockey. Peter is a volunteer coach for 
the North Shore Raiders, a regional 
youth team for kids 7 through 10 years 


old. For the last two years, Andy has 
played on the British Primer League, a 
pro-hockey team in England. 

Steve began the Olympic Hockey tri 
als in the spring of 1991, his junior year 
at Boston College. The selection pro- 
cess continued for six months. Seventy 
hockey players were originally chosen 
and only 22 were accepted for the 
Olympic Team. 

“Steve gave up his senior year for 
the Olympics,” said Mr. Heinze. “He 
showed he could take the mental stress 
and mind games. I always told the 
boys: ‘If you do something, do it right.’ 
Say to yourself: ‘In your heart, I gave it 
my all,’ said Mr. Heinze. 


When the Olympic games began, Mr. 
and Mrs. Heinze traveled to France 
with hockey friends from North 
Andover High and Boston College. 

“Mike and Mary Donato, Marty and 
Fran McInnis, Tony and Lois Emma, 
Joe and Jane McWachren were couples 
who had sons on the Olympic team,‘ 
said Mr. Heinze. 

The hockey families extended to 
Steve’s Boston College girlfriend, Alli 
Grabenstein, and Karen Emma, David 
Emma’s sister, and Missy Hugg, Marty 
McKEachren’s girlfriend. 

The group of 14 were with the 
Olympic team to cheer and support 
them after every game. Mr. Heinze 
would reserve two rooms at the hotel 
restaurant across from the ice rink for 
parents, coaches, American TV, team, 
and hockey players to meet and get 
together. 

They enjoyed themselves. 

“What a thrill to see the U.S. 
Olympic team march into the stadium. 
It sends chills up your back. The kids 
were having so much fun. People 
cheering and waving. We were proud 
to be there,” said Mr. Heinze. 

After the Olympic games were over, 
Steve joined the Boston Bruins. 

“Every kid dreams of playing on the

Bruins,” said Steve. “It's mindboggling 
to have people want my autograph, 
Last year I was studying for finals at 
BC and now I’m with the Bruins.” 

Steve has had a lot of changes in his 
lifestyle in a short time. 

“He had his share of growing-up 
scrapes and liked to socialize like the 
rest of the kids,” said Mrs. Heinze. 

“Yeah. Don’t make me an angel, 
cause I wasn't,” said Steve. 

“Once Steve was accepted on the 
Bruins, he wanted to help some other 
kids. He decided to sponsor two chil- 
dren from South America. 

According to Mrs. Heinze, Steve 
hasn’t changed much, She says he 
remembers to thank people for coming 
to his games, even at the Garden. 

Two Friday evenings ago at the 
Boston Garden, Steve was skating in 
the Stanley Cup playoffs. He was 
injured with a separated shoulder, rup- 
tured ear drum and slight concussion. 
Mr. and Mrs. Heinze and Steve's girl- 
friend, Ms. Grabanstein, were at the 
game. He will heal at home and return 
to the Bruins when his doctor allows, 

This summer, Steve will begin to 
make up classes he missed at college 
and work out with a Bruins trainer, 
He plans to continue his studies in 
marketing and to complete his college 
degree. 

“He is very conscious about low-fat 
foods and reads the labels on packaged 
foods,” said Mrs. Heinze.

When you're the defending Division 1 
State champion, and nationally ranked by 
both Baseball America (17th) and USA Today 
(top 40), you’re going to draw attention. 

The Andover High baseball team was in 
the spotlight as it chased the Massachusetts 
high school record for consecutive victories 
this spring, and again when the streak was 
broken. 

There have been professional scouts from 
the Philadelphia Phillies and New York Yan- 
kees at games, sitting on lawn chairs behind 
the backstop and pointing their Jugs radar 
guns at fastballs thrown by co-ace hurlers 
Jim Hanning and Justin Hesenius. 

College scholarships have been awarded 
to Hanning (University of Maine), shortstop 
Bob Sheehan (Providence) and centerfielder 
Jim Landry (University of Massachusetts 
Lowell), 

There have been college coaches and 
scouts at the games, a reporter from a major 
Boston newspaper came to the Dracut game 
last week to do a big splash on Jim Hanning, 
and there has been the distraction of Head 
Coach Dave Bettencourt’s appointment as 
the new University of New Hampshire coach 
beginning next fall. 

Through all the hoopla and extra-cirricu- 
lar activity, somehow, the team has managed 


to stay focused with the notable exception of 


the Lowell game. 

Last week the Lowell loss seemed an all- 
but-forgotten distant memory, however, as 
the under-the-microscope Golden Warriors 
played much like a team that had the weight 
of the world lifted from its shoulders. 

Catching Dracut (1-12) as a breather on 
the schedule, Andover coasted to a 6-1 victo- 
ry over the Middies behind yet another over- 
powering performance by Hanning (7-0). 

Chelmsford was an 8-0 laugher that sud- 
denly became scary, as the Lions rallied to 
score four runs in the seventh inning and 
bring the tying run to the plate before second 
reliever Scott Henry put out the fire by whiff: 
ing the side. 

Hanning, 8-0, came back yet another time 
with his 16th straight win as Andover smoth 
ered Tewksbury 6-0 behind his three-hit, 14- 
strikeout performance, 

Andover had allowed just 12 earned runs 
in its first 14 games and outscored the oppo: 
sition by a healthy 101-19 margin.

When the Boosters Meet contested the 100 
yard distance the record was a blazing 9.8 
seconds by Larry Elizalde, former North 
Andover High sprint star. 

Damon also anchored the 400 meter relay. 

“(Assistant coach) Peter Comeau (another 
former hurdling great) is working with the 
relay team,” noted Collins. “With the State 
-Class and All-State Meets just a couple 
weeks away that relay team (McCue, Harris, 
Shepard and Damon) will start practicing 
harder and more frequently now. 

“The only other time they ran it was a 
rainy, cold day. Last Saturday their passes 
were smooth, but they can still be quicker. 
The 43.2 was a great time but I think these 
guys are capable of running under 43 sec- 
onds.” 

It was business as usual for Steve Shep- 
ard, who soared 43'2” in the triple jump and 
just missed the meet record with a 39.4 clock- 
ing in the 300-meter hurdles. 

Shepard has leapt more than a foot fur- 

ther and clocked 38.8 in the hurdles. 
‘ “A kid named Crane from North Andover 
ran 39,3 last year,” explained Collins. ‘““We 
had two watches on Steve last Saturday.

“I knew I wanted to go to a third- 
world environment and experience 
things I'd never before. I also knew I 
wanted to go to a place where English 
was spoken and I wanted to go by 
myself,” Ms, Ahouse said. 

By traveling alone, she said, she 
knew she would be “completely in 
touch with my own thoughts.” She said 
the experience was a test ina way. 

“T knew if I could do this there 
wasn’t anything I couldn’t tackle,” Ms. 
Ahouse said. 

Though her friendship with the Rev. 
James Diamond of Christ Church on 
Central Street, she made contact with 
an Anglican minister in South Africa. 
Rev. Diamond and his family had 
become friends with the South African 
clergyman on their trip to Africa two 
years ago. 

Ms. Ahouse originally had planned 
to participate in a work project to build 
housing for blacks in a South African 
township, but when Ms. Ahouse 
arrived she waited for nearly three 
weeks but no work commenced, She 
contacted Rev. Diamond in Andover 
who put her in touch with another 
South African clergyman who helped 
her move to Cape Town and stay with 
people there. 

“T lived in the townships with black 
and brown families there. The people 
who had the least to give were the most 
generous,” she said. 

Anti-apartheid initiatives have only 
recently been undertaken by the

minority white government in South 
Africa. Even with the efforts now 
under way, Ms. Ahouse said she saw 
little effect of the government’s actions 
on the three generations of blacks she 
encountered. 


“There are really four categories of 
people and where they rank in terms of 


privilege in South Africa,” she said. 

“And even within those there are 
differences. People can move up within 
the columns, but not cross over,” Ms. 
Ahouse said, 

Whites are the ruling minority in 
South Africa. Beneath them in the 
social and political hierarchy come 
Indians, colored people of mixed her-

“The lighter your skin there, the 
more privileges you have,” she said.
